The University now stands in the tront 
ranks of Western educational institutions. 
In all its departments it is thorough aud 
complete. 
Its corps of professors is not 
surpassed by that of any college or univer­ 
sity in the West.

Maine, 2; Illinois, Iudiana, Maryland and 
Rhode Island, one each; Prussia was the 
birthplace of 7 members; Germany and 
Ireland oi 5 each ; Norway of 4 , England 
of 3; Canada, Sc Aland and Switzerland, ot 
2 each. In the mailer of occupations, 38 
are farmers; IO are lumbermen; l l are 
m erchants; 9 are lawyers; 8 are manufac­ 
turers; 4 are edaors ; 3 are builders ; ‘2 are 
m illers; 2 *re insurance agents ; while 
each of the following occupations are rep­ 
resented bv one each :

Washington, Jan. 3 —The Post of this 
city contains to-day the following interview 
WUU the President: 
He says be has exhausted his powers 
under the Constitution to pacify the South, 
to avert the war of races which seemed 
impending at one lime, and to withdraw 
all obstacles to the normal operation of the 
principles of local selt-governmeot. He 
has put an end to Federal interference, 
and bas called the attention of Congress 
aod the country in bis message to the re­ 
sults of Ibis action. 
Having done this, his 
power to act is exhausted. He deprecates 
the efforts which are being made In various 
quarters to prolong popular agitation aod 
perpetuate sectional feeling, uot because of 
its reflection upon him or his motives, but 
because it tends ti exasperate the people 
of both seen n .a u l tuus to p event that 
clear understanding between tne N onh 
and Boutb tuat ta isaeutial to the restora­ 
tion ol perteci unity of patriotic sentiment. 
He expresses tne belief, however, that the 
utterances of those who, in their capacity 
of managing politicians, are seeking to stir 
up strife will not find among the massed of 
lite Northern people any considerable re­ 
sponse ; (bat when the Congressional cam­ 
paign comes on it will be found that the 
people are no longer excitable oyer those 
topics, and that the managing politicians, 
finding no material to work upon, will 
soon abandon their anti-Southern pro­ 
gramme. 
As tor other matters of public policy, 
Mr. Ila) es remarks that he has seen no 
cause to recons d .r any action of the psst, 
gc'uorafly speaking, and no reason to mod­ 
ify any pill poses which he may have 
formed or announced at any previous 
period ot his administration. 
Without referring specifically to the New 
Yolk appointments, but evidently having 
them in mind, he observed that he had not 
been moved by the action of the Senate 
either to abate his desire of carrying out 
the policy centrally known as civil service 
reform, or to despair ot fiaal success in the 
selection of instrumentalities to that end. 
He would neither deny nor affirm the state­ 
ments that had been made in the press rel­ 
ative to his design of greeting Congress 
next week with a special message on that 
subject, but it was true that he intended to 
exn&ust his constitutional powers in the 
promotion of such reforms. The most re­ 
markable thing he said was that no plea 
or remonstrance based upon purely parti­ 
san considerations would have any weight 
with him, no nutter by whom It might bs 
made, aud that he attached importance to 
those representations only which were put 
upon the ground of tho general public wel­ 
fare. 
Ile intimated thai there had been of 
late a cessation of party appeal to him, 
which was a relief, because .bis love tor 
tho mine Republican aod his reverence 
far the early trajitious of his party were 60 
strong that it was not easy or pleasant to 
him to resist appeals made for tneir sake, 
particularly when such appeals come from 
men wiium he had always delighted to 
honor. 
Bul the responsibilities ut his po­ 
sition placed duty above personal feelings, 
and his efioris to keep the faith of his in­ 
augural with the whole people, he should 
not hesitate lo proceed contrary to the ad­ 
vice of individuals, howeyer dear to him 
they might be personally, whenever it 
seemed lo him or his constitutional advis­ 
ory, or raibt r to the collective judgment of 
his aJmiuistrati to, that such advice was 
contrary to the letter and spirit of the 
prom ises he had nude to the contrary. 
Toe whole tenor of the conversation was 
lo the effect mal Mr. Hayes regards the 
situation with calmness, and bas been at 
no time less inflexible in his purposes than 
now.

Gen. McDowell, the Federal command­ 
er at Manassas, and a trained soldier of 
uuusual acquirements, was so hounded and 
worried by ignorant and impatient politi­ 
cians and newspapers, as to be scarcely 
responsible f jr his acle. 
This may be said 
of all the commanders in the beginning of 
the w ar—not only of the Confederate Gen­ 
eral Albert Sidney Johnston—whose early 
lo&s on the Qaid ot Mill iii was irreparable, 
aLd, mayhap, determined the fate of the 
South. McDowell’!) plan of battle Was 
excellent, and Us execution by his mob was 
no worse than might hare been confidently 
expected. The Ute Goy. Aodrew ot Mas­ 
sachusetts, observed that his men thought 
they were going to a town-meeting. This 
is exhaustive criticism. 
W ith soldiers at 
his deposal, McDowell Would have suc­ 
ceeded 
in turning and 
overwhelming 
Beauregards left, driving him trom his 
rail com ai un leat ions with Richmond, and 
preventing the junction of Johnston from 
the valley. It appears that Beauregard 
was, to some extent, surprised by the at­

Napoleon 4heid that, no matter 
what the contusion and exhaustion of a 
victorious army, a defeated one was a hun­ 
dred fold worse, and action should be bas­ 
ed on this. Assuredly, if there be justifi­ 
cation in disregarding the axiom of Napo­ 
leon, the wild confusion of the Confeder­ 
ates after Manassas, to which I have allud­ 
ed, would afford It. 
The first skirmishes 
and actions of the war showed that, un­ 
named. the Southron was a belter fighter 
than the Northerner, not because.of more 
courage, bat of the social and economic 
conditions by which he was surrounded.
